Good Afternoon, 

The following street closures have been permitted for this weekend by the Los Angeles Police Commission: 

Saturday December 17 

This is a march sponsored by Answer LA , that will assemble near Father Serra park on Alameda across from Union Station at 
Noon. They will rally there and begin to march at approx. 1 PM. From there, they plan to march south on Alameda, then west 
on Temple Street, then south on Los Angeles Street and west again on 1 st Street. At that point they will pass our Headquarters 
and turn south again on Broadway to 7 th Street, then west to Hill Street and back past 6 th Street for a rally on Hill Street 
between 5 th and 6 th Streets, across from Pershing Square. The crowd estimate for this march is approx. 3-500 persons. (See 
Map) 

Sunday December 18 

This march is sponsored by "Full Rights for Immigrants" and will include members of "CHRLA", both Immigrant rights groups. 
This will also include members of the USWW Janitors Union. They will assemble on the south side of Pershing Square at 
approx. Noon. As the group grows, DOT will close 6 th Street (estimated approx. 12:45 to 1:30) At approx. 1:30, they will march 
east on 6 th Street, then north on Broadway to 3 rd Street, then east to Spring Street and stop at City Hall Spring Street Steps. The 



crowd estimate for this is 500-1500 persons. (See Map) 


There is no Civil Disobedience expected for either of these marches. LAPD and DOT will be on site to monitor and assist with 
traffic management and detours. 

One other note , on Tuesday Dec 20 th , Dist Attorney Jackie Lacey will hold a press conference in regards to the Ezell Ford 
Shooting from 2015. LAPD is anticipated some amount of protest activity, although we do not expect it to be widespread or 
large.
